A recent  AAA 
study  found  almost 
everyone  reaches 
for  something, 
adjusts  a control, 
or  gets  distracted 
at  some  point  while 
driving,  which  is 
one  of  the  reasons 
distracted  driving  is 
such  a big  problem. 
Driver  inattention  is 
a factor  in  more  than 
1 million  crashes 
in  North  America 
annually,  resulting 
in  serious  injuries, 
deaths,  and  an 
economic  impact 
that  some  experts 
say  reaches  nearly 
$40  billion  per  year.

• Tune  the  radio 

• Eat,  drink,  or  smoke 

• Pick  something  up  from 
the  floor  or  between  the 
seats 

• Text  or  email 

• Read  or  write 

• Reach  for  the  glove 
compartment 

• Talk  on  the  cell  phone 

• Argue  with  another 
passenger 

• Comb  or  brush  your  hair 

• Break  up  fights  between 
your  kids 

• Put  on  makeup 

• Put  in  contact  lenses  or 
use  eye  drops 

• Shave 

• File,  clip,  or  polish  /our  nails 


Pull  over  to  a safe 
place  to  talk  on  the 
phone,  text  message, 
or  email. 


Cell  phones  can  be  a great 
resource  for  getting  help  or 
reporting  trouble.  But,  whether 
you  use  a hand-held  phone  - 
which  can  sometimes  cause 
a physical  distraction  - or  a 
hands-free  device,  talking  while 
driving  causes  you  to  take  your 
mind  off  the  road.  Your  best 
bet  is  to  pull  off  the  road  to  a 
safe  spot  before  you  use  your 
phone  to  talk,  text,  or  surf  the 
web.  When  stopping  along  the 
road,  be  careful  because  it 
can  be  very  dangerous  - find 
a safe  area  away  from  traffic. 
Also  learn  how  your  phone’s 
controls  work  in  case  a call  is 
unavoidable.  Practice  good 
habits  by  turning  your  phone  off 
before  you  drive  so  you  won’t 
be  tempted  to  answer  calls  on 
the  road. 


Pull  over  to  care  for  children. 


Change  the  baby,  feed  the  kids,  and  buckle  them  into 
their  vehicle  seats  before  you  leave.  If  you  need  to 
attend  to  them,  pull  over  in  a safe  place  - don't  try  to 
handle  children  while  you’re  driving. 


Don’t  touch  that  dial. 

Adjust  seat  positions,  climate  controls,  sound  systems, 
and  other  devices  before  you  leave  or  while  the  vehicle 
is  stopped.  Know  how  your  controls  work  so  if  you  must 
adjust  something  on  the  go,  you’ll  be  less  distracted. 
Use  presets  for  radio  and  climate  control,  or  have  your 
passenger  assist  you. 

Don’t  multi-task  when  driving. 

Driving  is  complicated  enough  without  becoming  distracted 
by  doing  other  things  too.  Don’t  use  the  vehicle’s  mirrors 
for  personal  grooming  when  the  vehicle  is  in  motion  or  try 
to  read  or  write  while  you’re  behind  the  wheel. 


STOP 
TO  EAT 
OR  DRINK. 

Drive-through 
windows  and 
giant  cup 
holders  make 
it  tempting  to 
have  a meal 
while  driving, 
but  you’re  safer 
when  you  stop 
to  eat  or  drink. 
If  you  can’t  avoid 
eating  while 
driving,  try  to 
avoid  messy 
foods. 


National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA) 
records  show  nearly  6,000  people  died  last  year  in  crashes 
involving  a distracted  or  inattentive  driver,  and  more  than 
half  a million  were  injured. 


Cell  phones  and  texting  are  now  the  primary  means 
of  communication  for  many  people,  especially 
young  adults.  Unfortunately  though, 
the  problem  doesn’t  end  there.

Q.  Does  cell  phone 
use  while  driving 
cause  traffic 
crashes? 


A.  Research  shows 
that  driving  while 
using  a cell  phone 
can  pose  a serious 
cognitive  distraction 
and  degrade  driver  performance.  The  use 
of  a cell  phone  while  driving  increases  your 
chance  of  getting  into  a crash  by  400%. 


Q.  In  an  emergency  should  I use  my  cell 
phone  while  driving? 

A.  As  a general  rule,  drivers  should  make 
every  effort  to  move  to  a safe  place  off 
of  the  road  before  using  a cell  phone. 
However,  in  emergency  situations,  a 
driver  must  use  their  judgement  regarding 
the  urgency  of  the  situation  and  the 
necessity  to  use  a cell  phone  while  driving. 
Is  talking  on  a cell  phone  any  worse  than 
having  a conversation  with  someone  in  the 
car? 


Q.  Is  it  safe  to  use  hands-free  (headset, 
speakerphone,  or  other  device)  cell 
phones  while  driving? 

A.  The  available  research  indicates  that  whether 
it  is  a hands-free  or  hand-held  cell  phone,  the 
cognitive  distraction  is  significant  enough  to 
degrade  a driver’s  performance.  This  can 
cause  a driver  to  miss  key  visual  and  audio 
cues  needed  to  avoid  a crash. 
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A.  Any  activity  a driver  engages  in  while  driving  has 
the  potential  to  distract  him/her  from  the  primary 
task  of  driving.  Some  research  findings  comparing 
cell  phone  use  to  passenger  conversations  while 
driving  show  each  to  be  equally  risky,  while 
others  show  cell  phone  use  to  be  more  risky.  A 
significant  difference  between  the  two  is  the  fact 
that  a passenger  can  monitor  the  driving  situation 
along  with  the  driver  and  pause  for,  or  alert  the 
driver  to,  potential  hazards.
